Claim 1 
defines a measuring instrument and a higher-order unit, and claim 10 defines the 
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ports and cables of an electrically powered measuring device. At the bottom of page 
2 and all of page 3 of the Brief, the invention of claim 1 and 10 is discussed. 

Nothing more is needed. 

It is also indicated that the Brief "fails to argue each ground of rejection under 
its own heading". 

In fact it does. The arguments in the Brief cover pages 4-6 under headings 
(1), (2), (3) and (4) which address the 35 USC 102 and 35 USC 103 rejections.
